One the commonest toward wholesome teamwork 
among teachers the giving high marks for the sake currying 
favors from pupils their parents.

process, none more significant than that 
guiding and directing pupils that they 
may acquire effective methods study. Every 
teacher realizes that training pupils correct 
ways studying function teaching just 
important instructing them subject 
matter. Effective methods study are essen- 
tial both for scholastic achievement and for 
vocational success. Many popular articles de- 
scribing techniques which have produced 
worth-while results actual classroom situa- 
tions have appeared within the past two 
decades. These articles possess definite value 
because they contain materials and devices 
which have been found practical. Even 
more valuable, however, are the research in- 
vestigations reported dissertations and 
professional journals. These

employed these students. Another type 
investigation has been concerned with the 
determination the effectiveness how-to- 
study courses which have been devised 
methods inculcating study skills. out- 
growth this type investigation has been 
the compilation study manuals. These 
manuals describe practical study techniques 
systematic fashion and endeavor co- 
ordinate diagnostic devices with instructional 
materials. 

Since such array literature available, 
may seem futile hope that anything new 
novel concerning study can added. How- 
ever, occasional re-examination 
evaluation the purposes and functions 


re-examination seems particularly worth while 
the present time. spite the literature 
available, major criticism directed paticu- 
larly against the elementary 
schools that they have failed train 
study effectively and efficiently. the 
writer’s opinion, this failure may attributed 
the neglect the part many teachers 
give adequate direction and guidance the 
fundamental mental activities which pupils 
must use order study effectively. 


What Study? 


When teachers use the term “study,” they 
understand the pupil’s systematic 
cation his intellectual capacities, the 
tasks acquiring, retaining, and applying 
knowledge and skills. Study, then, complex 
function involving all the mental capacities. 
such the fundamental factor formal 
learning. means the activity designated 
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study, the pupil endeavors acquire facts, 
his mind information, understand 
establish and perfect skills, acquire 
attitudes and appreciations. With reference 
the school situation, study seems connote 
especially the acquisition information the 
various subject matter fields, chiefly through 
the use textbooks and reference materials. 
However, the aim study must much 
than the mere acquisition informa- 
tion. should include, every teacher 
aware, appreciation the significance and 
the practical application that information 
school and life situations. large share 
the specific information acquired the 
classroom will soon forgotten. The content 
the textbooks will slip away with the passing 
time. This implies that the primary purpose 
study not much store informa- 
which will aid the pupil meeting situations 
both school and life. These methods 
learning acquired the process study en- 
able the pupil grow knowledge and 
understanding, and likewise, the ability 
use his mental capacities more effectively and 
efficiently. 

The study process involves, then, not only 
the acquisition information but also the 
organization such material. Every phase 
the study process requires the direction and 
assistance the classroom teacher. The 
teacher must understand the mental activities 
the pupil. 


Study the Child 


direct properly the process study, the 
teacher must first understand the changes 
which occur the child grows and de- 
velops. During the years school life the 
child passes through series changes 
capabilities and interests which are manifested 
his learning and his conduct. The teacher 
must understand the development these 
capacities and interests and direct them 
through tasks adapted the pupil’s maturity 
and experience, with ample provision for indi- 
vidual differences, particularly mental abili- 
ties. This, turn, involves accurate knowl- 
edge the capacities and limitations, the 
abilities and disabilities, each child. 

Insight into the needs arising out the 
child’s growth and development must sup- 
plemented understanding how the 
child learns. this connection the teacher 
appreciate especially the relationship 
factor which determines pupil progress. in- 
the presentation incentives which will 
stimulate the learn.” Motivation ener- 
gizes learning arousing interest subject 
Matter which will cause the pupil apply him- 
self tasks, and this involves guidance 
and direction the teacher. Fundamentally, 
involves understanding the relationship 
between school tasks and the purpose for 
which these tasks are performed, i.e., the end 
goal sought studying particular lesson 
unit. The pupil must aware what 
doing and why doing it. The more 
definite this awareness, the more compelling 
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will the motives. The pupil needs motives 
which are sufficiently strong induce him 
work and study effectively within the limit 
his capacities. 


Motivated Assignments 


The result adequate motivation should 
purposefulness the part the pupil. 
Having definite goal toward which work, 
his purpose should achieve that goal 
economic manner. Since the assignment 
the key efficient study, the best way in- 
culcate purposefulness make assignments 
which are definite scope, which are clear-cut, 
and which are concise. not sufficient 
merely assign the next five problems the 
next ten pages. The student should informed 
definitely before begins study not only 
concerning the amount subject matter 
covered but also concerning the objectives 
realized. making assignments the 
teacher should discuss and emphasize im- 
portant points the material. She should give 
specific directions and instructions relate 
these important points what has previously 
been covered the subject. This extremely 
important because definite assignments di- 
rected toward specific objectives and related 
previous experiences the subject matter 
stimulate interest. 

Pupil purposefulness should manifest itself 
first attention the task studying. The 
pupil should concentrate and focus his mind 
upon the particular unit aspect the sub- 
ject matter which constitutes the assignment. 
The effectiveness attention determines both 
the quality and the quantity learning. Clear 
and undivided attention prevents distraction 
and contributes efficiency. Attention pre- 
vents dawdling. half hour concentra- 
tion upon the materials assigned more can 
accomplished than hour and half 
“mental sauntering.” Moreover, well 
note that study individual and not 
social activity. Hence unwise permit 
pupils study They cannot talk 
and study. Likewise, children cannot listen 
radio programs and the same time concen- 
trate upon the materials studied. The 
difference between the pupil who learns easily 
and well and the pupil who learns slowly and 
with difficulty very frequently difference 
attention. The pupil who learns well the 
one who concentrates his attention until the 
material has been acquired. Accordingly, 
fundamental problem directing study in- 
volves the formation adequate habits 
attention. recognized that attention 
really much result good teaching 
condition essential for teaching. Since 
attention readily centers around what in- 
teresting and significant, then the teacher must 
make important and useful materials interest- 
ing and significant. 


Study Involves Thinking 
Since the primary purpose study the 
acquisition knowledge and skills which are 
retained and applied, involves neces- 
sarily mastery the techniques which 
knowledge may organized and expressed. 
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Accordingly, not sufficient merely read, 
that see say the words assign- 
ment textbook. Study involves far more 
than aimless reading. Perhaps the major reason 
why schools frequently fail inculcate study 
skills the belief frequently found among 
pupils, and sometimes among teachers, that 
the purpose study read materials over 
and over again, until the facts contained there- 
have been stored the rote memory. 
its very nature study disciplinary process. 
The pupil studies not merely prepare him- 
self for daily recitations, even for tests and 
examinations, but prepare himself for the 
intellectual encounters life. Though the 
pupil may not aware this purpose, the 
teacher should be, and should guide the pupil 
accordingly. 

order retain and apply the material 
studied, the pupil must understand that 
material. The fundamental requisite under- 
standing knowledge the vocabulary 
the subject, grasp the meaning the 
concepts and terms employed. These concepts 
and terms have been described very aptly 
the “vitamins the mind.” little 
value read the subject matter the terms 
used are meaningless the pupil. Further- 
more, ready-made definition given the 
teacher will, likewise, little value unless 
the pupil makes that definition his own 
understanding it. This understanding will 
promoted knowledge formal grammar. 
Language the medium thought. Grammar 
the skeleton language. There re- 
lationship between ‘thought processes and 
linguistic organization. Until the pupil can 
express clearly the materials which has 
studied, does not understand those ma- 
terials. The pupil should strive make the 
ideas the assignment his own possession and 
then should endeavor express these ideas 
grammatically correct form. Such expression 
denotes definiteness and exactness meaning. 
Accurate information constitutes real knowl- 
edge. The pupil who know but 
can’t say it,” actually does not know. has 
failed comprehend the meaning ideas 
and consequently cannot express these ideas. 


Study Relationships 


order understand what studies the 
pupil must appreciate the relationship the 
facts and information contained the material 
studied the whole the subject matter. 
Study involves constant watchfulness for re- 
lationships, that is, for likenesses and differ- 
ences. This involves weighing 
and considering each fact item in- 
formation, the judging 
within the subject. This analysis implies essen- 
tially grasp important points. The pupil 
must guided that distinguishes be- 
tween important and subordinate points 
parts the unit lesson each subject. 
Next, must relate and associate these with 
facts already acquired. Then must classify 


arrange these systematically orderly 


fashion that similarities and differences are 
manifested. Having analyzed the material the 
pupil must reason out the principles, laws, and 
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conclusions involved the material. Finally, 
must utilize these applying them 
schoolwork and life situations. 


Make Outline 


the actual study process the result this 
analysis should the ability make 
relationships are evident glance. this 
way the pupil trained relate facts one 
the other, assimilate and organize 
them into systems thought. Such outline 
summary doubly valuable because 
addition aids the concentration and fixing 
attention upon important aspects the 
subject matter. Consequently, becomes 
fundamental task the teacher the process 
directing study instruct pupils how 
outline and summarize materials contained 
the unit lesson assigned. Demonstration 
outlining and summarizing techniques 
the teacher will serve reinforce 
struction. Then specific practice outlining 
and summarizing material should provided. 
Throughout this practice the teacher should 
check, challenge, and question the materials 
included the outlines and summaries until 
she confident that the pupils have acquired 
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skill using these techniques. these tech- 
niques are acquired and employed the 
pupils, much the need for remedial work 
can eliminated. 

Teachers usually find that the presentation 
and discussion rules for study constitute 
helpful procedure. Likewise, many teachers 
find advisable make use study manuals 
incorporating these rules. However, mere 
presentation and discussion rules for study, 
matter how excellent these rules may be, 
will not sufficient produce effective 
methods study. Effective study requires 
consistent motivation and clear directions 
which will result purposefulness 
and attention. Likewise effective 
quires adequate practice analysis and organi- 
zation materials, adapted the needs 
the stage growth and development through 
which the pupils are passing. Finally, this 
practice analysis and organization must 
thoroughly supervised the teacher. this 
connection well note that all pupils, 
the bright well the dull, will profit 
such training and direction.

believe the Aumanistic psychology. one

But the point about character that can made sum 
all that best human nature. the one all-embracing factor 
that gives the finishing touches the work education. true 
this that without it, man just monstrosity, “brain” with- 
out ethical sense, beautiful machine but with flywheel 
control it, helpless fluttering creature unable cope with life’s 
serious problems. balance struck and juste milieu 
achieved only when the will man just carefully cultivated 
the mind man; when moral goods are measured par 
value, least, with mental goods. use the word goods 
strike the roots our educational system, the truth which 
can finally appraised only terms the good that pro- 
duces. Perhaps someone may argue that making too much 
mixture psychology and ethics. don’t think this 
actually the case; and even were so, would the happy 
sort fault that does more good than harm. any case, our 
schools are turn out good craftsmen, good artists, good doctors, 
and good lawyers, they must sure that they turn out good 
men. For, hard good anything else one not 
good being good. not fact that the giant intellectuals, 
the truly great men science and art and philosophy, have

their fellow men? the other hand, not also fact that 
bad habits have way getting the best men down? Now, 
the only proper kind psychology that which studies man 
whole and which insists upon the education all his human 
powers. Knowledge without moral habits half-baked kind 
schooling, best; worst, flat contradiction human 
nature its right will-trained well mind-and-muscle 
trained. Life prepared for not merely filling the head with 
ideas, but also filling the heart with ideals. The formation 
character, therefore, must part the complete education 
every man; and character formation matter knowing and 
using one’s powers, but particularly one’s will and instincts, with 
view eternal reward. 

believe the integrative importance psychology. make 
the matter simple possible, let reflect for moment 
those branches human learning that have with man; and 
let remember that some these subjects are begun the 
lower grades. Among other items interest, our students learn 
something about their bodies and how keep them fit and clean; 
about the wonders life which they share with the animals and 
plants; about the society into which they are born, and which 
should better place for their having become part it; 
about the history the human race and the efforts people 
express their national spirit; about the great books and the 
great works art, wherein pen, brush, and chisel have been used 
the hand genius depict the meaning human life; about 
the religion that they bear their souls and the practice that 
engenders.

Catholics and Public Schools 


Rev. John O’Brien, C.S.C., professor philosophy the Uni- 
versity Notre Dame, has contributed The Christian Century 
brief, clear statement the position Catholics regarding public 
and parochial schools and state aid for the welfare children. 

“Catholics believe, strongly any group, the separation 
Church and State America. Furthermore, Catholics believe 
the equality all churches before the law. Far from seeking 
maneuver their Church into position special privilege, they would 
resent any effort so. Their policy simple: discrimination, 
favoritism; equal treatment and equal right for all.” 

Speaking Catholic interest public schools, Father O’Brien 
says: “The truth that only minority our Catholic children 
are parochial schools. The percentage attending Catholic secondary 
schools and colleges even smaller. Catholics have, therefore, 
enormous stake the public school system. 

“The assumption that the religious school alien importation, 
without roots American tradition, likewise erroneous. The exact 
opposite the case. Virtually all the schools the colonies and 
the early states were religious schools supported public funds.” 

Since the modern public school America has excluded religious 
teaching, Father O’Brien explains: 

“Rather than have their children denied all religious education, 
Catholics enormous expense themselves established schools 
wherein the truths the Christian religion could taught along 
with other subjects. those schools devotion country, the duties 
citizenship, and respect and esteem for peoples other faiths 
and races are inculcated from the first grade the last.”

Roman history and civilization, supreme 
value the mastery literary English, 
essential intimate knowledge art and 
decorative design, and makes for mastery over 
part the terminology science.

Latin over 
the nation has not declined equally, but where 
1921-22 almost per cent all students 
enrolled the secondary schools America 
were students Latin classes, 1934 the 
figure had been almost halved, per cent. 

course, this relative decline not simple 
its causes. Nor Latin likely share 
with Greek virtual extinction secondary 
and collegiate subject. But the claims put 
forward its proponents are all accurate, 
educators should have grave concern lest chil- 
dren, for whatever reason, denied rich 
opportunity. 


What the Study 


have already suggested, there 
some vagueness attached the terms 
and the “study Latin.” Actually each term 
may have many valid but very different 
Meanings.

Many people 
learn English who never hear the Lake 
poets, nor have contact with rules English 
grammar.) how read Latin. 
(Reading Latin may involve the taking 
meanings directly from the printed page 
child does who learns read English; 
the taking meanings from the printed page 
substituting English equivalents, 
ing meanings from them.) how 
read Latin literature and reading Latin litera- 
ture learning how translate English into 
learning how write original Latin 
literature. (Some schools still offer prizes for 
Latin poems.) 

When speak the study Latin 
for the average child the American second- 
ary school, mean all the foregoing? 
should we? 

Let’s answer the first and hold the second 
abeyance. certainly not normally 
imply that children the average secondary 
school will become neo-Latin authors. How 
much else imply not always clear. 

The time element major determinant. 
The secondary school experience ranges from 
three four five six years, depending 
upon the type organization. Latin usually 
entered upon the ninth grade thereafter. 
Mind you, say “usually” and not 
know the former. cannot guess the 
latter, and exact studies determine the point 
are lacking. But the usual time beginning 
makes the secondary Latin experience matter 
from one four years. Twenty years ago, 
the majority (60 per cent) began Latin 
the ninth grade, studied for two years: 
the remaining per cent, per cent took 
three years; and per cent, four

Are conducting “prep” school 
high school? seems that might 
well resign ourselves the fact that the 
American secondary school, public other- 
wise, terminal education for the vast ma- 
jority its students, and that the Latin 
which the majority should take should 
terminal Latin, paying its dividends directly, 
without demanding that the students take ad- 
ditional work the college level cash 
its benefits. Nor should college entrance 
requirements for the minority become the 
dominant determining factor the Latin train- 
ing the majority. 


Latin and the Whole Function 
Education 


all these matters there are broader ques- 
tions unanswered. The broadest these con- 
cern themselves with the primary function 
education. Less broad are such questions 
as: Are the objectives generally laid down 
important secondary For whom 
are they important? Should every graduate 
high school equipped with certain 
how much? Latin and one 
modern foreign language? important that 
all, some, few people, have knowledge

mology high school graduate, and 
justified spending time its acquisition 
that might devote additional physical 
ceramics among the ancient Mayas? 

Brevity does not permit discuss these 
and hundred other equally basic matters, 
most which, under any circumstances, must 
remain permanently mooted. Before proceed- 
ing regard specific objectives should, 
however, make few general points. these 
the first concerns itself with that principal 
curriculum building which maintains that 
because the vastness the social inherit- 
ance, the limited amount time the individual 
has for schooling, his limited capacity for 
learning, and the constantly changing social 
needs, any subject upon challenge must 
ready demonstrate its superior right over 
other subjects included the curriculum. 
One the tests indicate that right 
that relative efficiency: Does the subject 
question achieve the desired objectives 
more economically than other subjects can? 
The venerable position that Latin holds the 
traditional curriculum must not put beyond 
the foregoing question. 

The second deals with the feasibility 
objectives. Objectives are not wish fulfillment 
statements. They are not hazy goals toward 
which procedures drift. They are not pinnacles 
tional objectives must meet four 
(1) They should definite. (2) They should 
achievable the great majority those 
enrolled course. (3) They should 
achievable with the means hand: teacher, 
time, text, resources, etc. (4) There should 
perceptible connection between the teaching 
processes proposed and the learning results 
promised. 


The Study Latin Cultural 
Vocational 


cultural subject presumably designed 
provide generalized development resultant 
from mental and moral training rather than 
development that equips for specific utilitarian 
aims. 

Should the study Latin made cultural, 
vocational utilitarian? fear that 
forget that may made either both 
depending upon how taught; that 
should made one the other depending 
why taught; and that much confusion 
sometimes results because fail take into 
account the fact that there are alternative 
dual objectives. 

For the Catholic priest for the teacher 
Latin, certain amount the learning 
should provide adequacy meeting later 
definite, very utilitarian vocational situations. 
That some this basically utilitarian study 
may contribute the general culture the 
learner, that may use background 
for further “generalized development resultant 
from mental and moral training,” happy 
accident. 

this utilitarian study Latin memoriz- 
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ing important, and skills and informations 
are rightly made paramount over attitudes, 
appreciations, deeper understandings. Language 
comes before literature, accuracy before nebu- 
lous clouds glory. Definite vocational needs 
can foreseen, and subject matters and 
methods adjusted provide for them. 

And herein lies major problem. The voca- 
tional approach its extremist yet most 
economical statement may contrary cul- 
tural development. One may, for example, 
learn skill and lose taste. 

theological seminary the hegemony 
among objectives should clear and the 
problem relatively simple. other schools, 
the teaching vocational Latin teachers 
Latin should deferred the colleges. 

Catholic general high schools, however, face 
dilemma. If, the one hand, they adjust 
the teaching the mass students who will 
not use vocationally, they are liable find 
that few their graduates will wish 
enter seminaries later, and may lacking 
the Latin competencies needed. If, the 
other hand, they adjust these problematical 
few and make the vocational approach they 
are likely squeeze out valid and needed 
cultural opportunities. have known high 
schools attempt straddle this problem. 
Personally, would adjust the needs 
the many and prepared offer later 
intensive make-up course for the few, 
perhaps, Latin will show further decline 
enrollments and even the few may finish with 
Latin. But all teachers are inclined toward 
making the vocational approach, 


For the Rest Cultural 


For some few, then, the study Latin 
must include essentially utilitarian, pre- 
vocational minimum. For the rest, unless 
can proved (as apparently cannot) that 
this utilitarian minimum identical with the 
ideal cultural approach the language, there 
should realistic adjustment content 
and method those other objectives which, 
repeat, “provide generalized development 
resultant from mental and moral 

clear too, that present, for the great 
majority students, the study Latin will 
mean course taken ninth- and tenth- 
grade students, years old, and taught 
teacher who competently equipped 
with backgrounds Latin and English, but 
who not and does not pretend eminent 
historian, architect, artist, antiguarian, 
littérateur, Latin poet, prose writer. 

What can such teacher hope accom- 
plish? Let secondary Latin teachers speak for 
themselves: Make English words clearer and 
their use more accurate—Teach English 
grammar and develop mastery spoken and 
written English Develop students greater 
ability understand the Latin expressions 
found Teach students recog- 
nize Latin allusions English Develop 
them generalized desirable habits such 
sustained attention, accuracy Give increased 
competence the learning other foreign 
languages Teach students think better, 
particularly the abstract Through trans- 
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lation teach students speak and write more 
correctly.* 

The foregoing listing ranking objectives 
interesting. suspect that indicates that 
years ago least, the surveyed teachers 
Latin were tradition above all else 
language minded and had definite feeling 
that they must show that Latin had some 
practical values English. One would reason- 
ably expect language teachers language 
minded. And not beyond wonder that 
study which begins language should find 
itself enmeshed linguistic processes and 
should end language. 

regrettable though, for several reasons, 
that this should ever have been the case with 
the cultural study Latin. Cultural outcomes 
may expressed terms much broader than 
language mastery. Understandings deep 
human experiences, appreciations, 
tions, interests, knowledges, tastes, skills, at- 
titudes these almost infinite variety and 
complexity are conceivable cultural outcomes 
the study Latin that dwarf, for ex- 
ample, the mere illumination English 
grammar. any but grammarian, better 
understanding mankind, sense the 
repetitiveness history, rich store anal- 
ogical material making for wisdom, 
replacing less refined taste, sense deep- 
ened living all these infinitely 
more worth while than tag grammatical 
information tatter rhetorical skill. 

And for the mastery one language 
through the mastery another, there must 
grave doubts the efficiency this in- 
direct compared with the direct procedure 
studying the second language itself. Speak- 
ing transfer training, Sandeford says 
with weight: 


The author’s final judgment after scan- 
ning the 810 studies his bibliographical 
file that transfer real factor 
education.

Mrs. Shelley’s fictional creation 
Frankenstein has certainly less reality 
than the modern Frankenstein which mod- 
ern man has created. Man’s moral growth 
has not run along parallel with the intel- 
lectual growth our great scientists and 
technologists and, for the first time, the 
scientists themselves are aware it. After 
the holocausts two world wars would 
assumed that the Russian and American 
and French and British “rational 
and all the others could have used their 
rationality solve the problem peace- 
ful living together. 

One looks the individual man and ob- 
serves the old war phrased Tennyson, 
sense war with soul, St. Paul 
put it, law members fight- 
ing against the law mind.” “The 
flesh lustest against the spirit, the spirit 
against the flesh.” There something 
man’s nature that seems keep soul and 
body war and the difficulty keeping 
the body subject the soul. The test 
formulated Browning: 


For thence, paradox 

Which comforts while mocks, 

Shall life succeed that seems fail: 

What aspired be, 

And was not, comforts me: 

brute might have been, but would not sink 
the scale.

Contributed Service 


The recognition “contributed service” 
the members religious communities 
the administration and operation 
Catholic colleges the standardization 
expression good will. This the more 
view the fact that contributed 
services are recognized only for Catholic 
colleges and specifically denied others. 

The idea contributed services seem- 
ingly very simple. commitment re- 
community provide needed 
teachers presumably without expense 
the college major factor the main- 
tenance and operation college. The 
organized planning contribute the service 
teachers happy idea, the qualifi- 
cations and the competence the teachers 
are high standard. The whole scheme 
breaks down the quality teachers fur- 
nished not high. Whenever religious 
community does not have qualified 
teacher obvious and honest 
recourse engage competent lay 
teacher available. 

The strange thing that the problem 
contributed service not always simple 
looks. The present head the college 
and university department the N.C.E.A. 
former days regarded any effort put- 
ting value” the consecrated 
service the religious “desecration.” 
Obviously this was nonsense. effort was 
being made evaluate the service re- 
but give Catholic colleges credit 
for such service financial terms the 
televant items the standards the ac- 
agency. Without such “credit” 
many Catholic colleges could not operate 
“approved colleges,” which would have 
effects enrollment and the 
potential influence the college. 
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The question contributed service was 
mixed major way with the engage- 
ment lay teachers proposal sup- 
ported two the most active Catholic 
members the North Central Association. 
result the proposal Catholic col- 
leges which engaged lay teachers would 
have been penalized. The non-Catholic 
members the committee were willing 
along with the Catholic members, until 
personally protested against the proposals. 
They were dropped. 

There must better understanding 
the principles and policies underlying the 
acceptance “contributed service” than 
exists present all involved. 
important for many Catholic colleges that 
the principle recognized the stand- 
ardizing agencies that important, and

expenditures per student,” “stability 
income,” “indebtedness per student,” and 
the various specific educational 
tures for students, e.g., for 
and periodicals.

One can safely say that the majority 
educators who decry the teaching mathe- 
matics are motivated lack understand- 
ing rather than malice. Their very argu- 
ments expose their concept mathematics 
that mechanical manipulation. They 
nents, geometric figures—and they ignore 
the basic techniques mathematical thinking. 
But, since these same educators were, one 
time, students mathematics, and since they 
survived this experience without appreciating 
the disciplinary value their studies, 
teachers mathematics should realize that 
not impress upon our students the in- 
trinsic worth the study mathematics. 
Today’s students will the educators, law- 
makers, builders tomorrow. They should 
understand, now, that they are learning more 
than the kinds triangles the areas 
squares. 

Mathematics Culture Clue, Cassius 
Jackson Keyser explains mathematics 
way thinking. his opinion, “mathemati- 
cal thinking postulational thinking, and, 
conversely, postulational thinking mathe- 
matical thinking.” Postulational thinking, 
reasoning from postulates, has been more sim- 
ply explained “if-then” type reason- 
ing; “If this so, then that so.” can 


see, then, that postulational thinking not 
restricted mathematical situations. More- 
over when first explain our pupils this 
aspect reasoning are not introducing 
entirely new process. They have often, un- 
consciously, followed the pattern.

The author, Harold as- 
sumes that pupil who has been taught 
critical new ideas will have his behav- 
ior marked the following characteristics:

him and ask that they carefully defined. 

will require evidence support 
any conclusion pressed accept. 

will analyze that evidence and dis- 
tinguish fact from 

will recognize stated and unstated as- 
sumptions essential the conclusion. 

will evaluate these assumptions, ac- 
cepting some and rejecting others. 

will evaluate the argument, accepting 
rejecting the conclusion. 

will constantly re-examine the as- 
sumptions which are behind his beliefs and 
which guide his actions. 

The correlation between correct mathemati- 
cal thinking and correct thinking applied 
life situations will the work the teacher.

Winds Around the World 


School days were trying days, for teachers 
and pupils alike, the latter part spring. 
Day after day rained, and week after week 
passed while children spent their recess in- 
doors. They were becoming restless, 
they wanted clear skies, sunshine, outdoor 
exercise. Wouldn’t the sun ever come out? 

was one these dull and drizzly 
days, when were studying the wide, sun- 
bathed stretches western Australia, that 
the momentous question was asked: “Sister, 
why doesn’t rain there?” “Sister, there she 
(Australia), the middle the ocean; 
there are mountains along the western 
coast; why doesn’t rain Obviously 
this boy had some knowledge the westerlies 
and their effect upon land masses, especially 
upon high elevations. his mind Australia 
was the path the westerlies just 
much most the United States. was 
soon ascertained that and the majority 
his classmates had little knowledge 
the different wind belts, their causes and 
effects. Soon the classroom was real hum 
questions: What causes the winds? What 
makes the wind blow certain direction? 
Are there westerlies the Southern Hemi- 
sphere? Can there deserts the tropical 
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zone? Are the deserts all latitudes? In- 
terest was roused high pitch. This was 
excellent opportunity capitalize their 
eagerness learn. prepared the follow- 
ing unit “winds and rainfall around the 
world.” 


What Brings the Rain 


short, the wind brings the moisture. The 
principal work the wind carry water 
vapor from the oceans the land, where 
that vapor cools and falls rain. Winds 
turn are caused the rotation the earth, 
and the differences heat radiation be- 
tween bodies water and land masses. Thus 
areas high low air pressure are caused. 
Air, when heated expands and becomes less 
dense. Hence, given amount warm air 
weighs less than the same amount cold 
dense air. Generally regions high tempera- 
ture, therefore, are regions low pressure. 
Regions low temperature are generally 
regions high pressure. Since cold air moves 
toward warm air, winds blow 
pressure areas low pressure areas or, from 
cooler warmer regions. Warm air, because 
has expanded and light, can hold more 
moisture. Cool, dense air cannot hold much 
moisture. When, therefore, the winds from the 
high pressure cooler areas come in, they 
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chill the air the warm, low pressure area, 
The water vapor condenses and forced 
fall rain. 


The Wind Belts 


Strictly speaking, there are distinctly 
marked wind belts shown Figure 
especially not the Northern Hemisphere 
where have large oceans and vast land 
masses. The so-called belts gradually merge 
into each other, i.e., overlap. They differ 
range different locations. They shift with 
the seasonal swing the sun. When, how- 
ever, compare all parts the world, 
find that large areas within the same latitudes 
have the same type wind. Other climatic 
factors, e.g., temperature, humidity, and rain- 
fall are almost the same. Looking the earth 
rotating planet, can distinguish four 
pressure belts: the doldrums, the subtropical 
high pressure belt, the subpolar low pressure 
belt, and the polar high pressure belt. These 
pressure belts cause three definite wind belts: 


the trades, the westerlies, and the polar easter- 


lies. See Figure 


The Doldrums 


latitude the equatorial calms doldrums 
extend about 8°, north and south the 
equator. Within this belt the air hot and 
moist. Because the upward movement 
the air, real winds are entirely absent. Under 
the heat the noonday sun the air rises 
constantly. reaches its dew saturation 
point the higher altitudes, and then drops 
the moisture form heavy, torrential rains. 
Violent thundershowers fall almost every after- 
noon throughout the year. matter 
fact, they fall regularly, that the official 
meetings take place “after the showers.” The 
belt the doldrums shifts about 15° with 
the change seasons. June 21, when the 
rays the sun are directly overhead the 
Tropic Cancer, the calms have shifted far 
enough north bring the trade wind 
region much the heat and rain the calms. 
The region north the Tropic Capricorn 
now the trade wind belt, its 
dry season. See Figure 


The Trades 
Part the air, which rises the doldrums 
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ascends high altitudes. flows toward the 
poles high pressure belt about 25° 30° 
north and south the Equator. These are 
called the subtropical high pressure areas, 
horse latitudes. There the air descends, part 
which flows toward the equator the 
trades. Since they flow from cooler warmer 
areas, they are able hold much moisture. 
The trades, therefore, are generally dry and 
steady winds. They are traditional desert 
makers. 

Where the trades blow over the ocean, 
they may bring much moisture windward 
coasts, i.e., those coasts, toward which the 
wind usually blows. these coasts are located 
the margin the doldrums, they receive 
more moisture from the trades. Usually these 
areas receive heavy summer rains from equa- 
torial calms, and droughts caused the 
trades. 

Monsoons also are winds belonging the 
trades’ belt. These are seasonal winds. They 
are caused the extreme differences heat 
and pressure over land and water. the 
summertime when you are out the lake you 
will notice that, the wind blowing across 
the lake toward you, cooler. Why? Be- 
cause takes water longer time become 
warm the summer. Since the temperature 
changes more rapidly over land masses than 
oceans, monsoons blow from the land 
wintertime, and vice versa summertime. 
Monsoons are accompanied heavy summer 
rains and severe winter droughts. 


The Subtropical High Pressure Belt 


The subtropical calms are belts descending 
air. They are visited turn the trades 
and the westerlies. They are known regions 
having the Mediterranean type climate, i.e., 
mild moist winters and hot dry summers. 


The Westerlies 


This belt the widest and the most favor- 
able wind belt. The westerlies extend from 
latitudes 35° 40° latitudes 60° 65° 
north and south the equator. result 
this wide range, lands the northern part 
this belt differ greatly temperature and 
rainfall from the southern parts. 
northern hemisphere land masses have high 
mountains and large bodies water, you 
may easily see globe world map. 
For this reason the westerlies bring variety 
temperature and rainfall. general, the 
distributed throughout the year, and de- 
sirable for good farming. these same lati- 
tudes, however, lands the leeward side 
mountains receive only small amount 
rain. Also the far interior parts large 
continents have little rain. Such regions de- 
pend entirely upon cyclones for moisture. 
Cyclones are huge air masses blowing im- 
mense whirls toward the low pressure areas. 
the Southern Hemisphere, comparatively 
little land lies the path the westerlies. 
Since there are high mountains check 
them, they are much stronger and steadier, 
much so, that they are called the “Roaring 
Forties.” 
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The Subpolar Calms, the 
Polar Easterlies 


the middle latitudes the air generally 
blowing toward the poles. Here the air 
accumulated. Part the air descends. 
moves along with the rotation the earth 
between the westerlies and the polar easterlies. 
Because the extreme cold, the polar regions 
are permanent high pressure belts. Strong 
winds rush out from this belt the ad- 
joining subpolar low pressure belt. Since the 
air these high latitudes too cold hold 
moisture, the rainfall very light. The vast 
fields ice and snow the antarctic circle 
are from 1000 10,000 feet high. They have 
been formed gradually through many ages. 

While teach the winds, find 
the large wall map representing the world 
most helpful.

How can you expect child study 
well for the greater part his school day 
without breakfast and then continue doing 
good work through the rest the day with 
lunch consisting sweet roll and coffee? 

course it’s the home that responsible 
for the meals the children, but trust that 
you all are sufficiently aware the conditions 
the home today allow that pass 
without comment. 

The body wonderful mechanism: eyes 
are cameras; ears are radio outfits; hands are 
cranes; the mouth grinder; the stomach, 
chemical laboratory; memory magnifi- 
cent file cabinet; the brain telegraph system. 
Yet practically the only source energy mak- 
ing possible the utilization all the men- 
tioned functions this intricate engine 
food. Food important vitally important, 
the true sense the word. affects mental 
and muscular work even mentally and 
physically efficient persons.

The large percentage rejections the 
national draft aroused the nutrition conscious- 
ness the American people.

Scientific knowledge can increase the 
proportion persons who will build their 
own and their children’s standards health; 
can promote enjoyment and social useful- 
ness, hitherto the privilege fortunate few. 

Diagnose your classroom. Are any your 
youngsters affected with malnutrition un- 
dernourishment? This does not necessarily re- 
fer the quantity food. You_can consume 
large quantity, yet starve your body. The 
bad start some children are getting will call 
for high physical and possibly mental and 
spiritual price.

What about courtesy? imperative 
for teach table manners and the proper 
handling food. Lastly, nutrition has its 
place, and practical place, the religion 
classroom. Health great gift from God and 
just are bound multiply our talents, 
too must our share least pre- 
serve, not promote, that physical talent 
“health.” The adage “In healthy body, 
dwells healthy soul” not new you. 

Children respond more readily 
than they the home. are position 
influence their eating habits provided 
approach them tactfully.

Inculcating good habits the elementary 
school particularly important since all chil- 
dren attend the elementary school, while some 
children not beyond it. the con- 
trary, bad food habits formed childhood 
are changed later only with great difficulty 
and frequently with much psychological cost.

Good Titles Are Easy

good story deserves good title. When 
properly used, title can most attractive 
and can increase the enthusiasm for oral 
composition. Like other phases English 
the elementary school, the title has certain 
objective standards and follows definite rules. 

Often, however, teachers elementary 
English are content relegate the upper 
grades any accurate use the title. They 
feel, perhaps, that the story itself requires all 
their attention, being satisfied with almost 
any word two precede the narration. 

Nevertheless little attention the possi- 
bilities the title arouses small enthusi- 
asm during the story telling hour, and serves 
enlighten part that work too often 
taken for granted. 

The following observations may useful 
the teaching the title pupils the 
elementary school. 

First, title should arouse curiosity. Every- 
one knows that certain books attract attention 
simply virtue good title. Those who 
produce the movies are well aware the

Secondly, title should the key 
story. title like The Bottomless Well 
arouses our curiosity but likewise fits the 
story exactly.

The 
Prince and the Pauper does much more than 
arouse our curiosity, discover when 
hear the story. The Red Headed League be- 
longs especially that famous story.

Fourth and last, title should not give the 
story away. Often pupils use titles like these: 
Narrow Escape, Saved Uncle, Our 
Winning Run, Almost Killed. Such titles 
spoil the story. They give away, because 
easy guess how the story will come out. 

Teachers can easily show how poor title 
gives away the story. Let pupil with title 
such Just Time tell his story to, but 
not including, the point climax. Then in- 
terrupt him and call upon other pupils. These 
will have difficulty finishing the story, 
much the embarrassment the story- 
teller. After few examples this kind, the 
pupils themselves will scorn 
titles. For they are unwilling lose the sense 
mystery and suspense.

Was heaven? stood though en- 
tranced, and then saw vision, wonder- 
ful lady, with eyes that looked into his very 
soul. And yet they were affectionate eyes, 
loving eyes, eyes that shone with purity 
that not found this earth. “My son, 
Juan Diego, whom love fondly, where are 
you going?” told the Lady that was 
going Mass. Our Blessed Mother, for such 
was, told Juan that she desired church 
built that spot, and there she would 
merciful all who prayed. hastened 
tell his vision the Bishop, but the Bishop 
did not believe him. Juan went home, sad, 
our Lady appeared him again and asked 
him return the Bishop the next day with 
the same message. The Bishop told Juan 
ask the vision for sign for proof that the 
message was real. 
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The following day Juan’s uncle became ill, 
and hastened get priest the dying 
man. the road our Lady appeared again, 
told Juan that his uncle had recovered, and 
she gave him some beautiful roses bring 
the Bishop, proof her reality. 
the boy opened his tilma show the roses 
the Bishop, there his garment was 
image that the lovely Lady that had appeared 
him, Our Lady Guadalupe. church 
was built Guadalupe, and for four hundred 
years, countless cures and favors have been 
received the shrine. Calles and Cardenas 
dared not close the shrine for fear that 10,000 
Catholic Indians would rise and willing 
die rather than permit such satanic insult 
their own dear Mother Mary.

Our Lady New Orleans 

The devotion Our Lady Prompt Suc- 
cor seems have been brought America 
Mother St. Michael 1810. This saintly 
and accomplished Ursuline, soon after she 
made her vows, was forced from her convent 
France, and was obliged seek refuge 
with her relatives even concealing her title 
religious. When she learned that her com- 
munity America needed members, she de- 
cided join them but her bishop would not 
permit it. Following inspiration invoke 
the holy Mother God under the title 
Our Lady Prompt Succor, she promised 
propagate this devotion Louisiana provided 
she should obtain prompt and favorable 
reply letter she had written the 
Sovereign Pontiff, December 15, 1808. Her 
confidence was not vain; prompt approval 
and permission from Pope Pius VII came 
gether with others the same desire, and 
when she sailed she brought with her the 
statue the Blessed Virgin Mary and her 
divine Son, which was the aegis the 
fervent missionaries their voyage across 
the ocean; and for almost century and 
half has been the medium obtaining 
extraordinary favors from the Giver all 
good gifts, through the intercession His 
immaculate Mother, whom her devout clients 
are wont invoke every danger and 
affliction, “Our Lady Prompt Succor, make 
haste help me.” 

Mother St. Michael found easy task 
fulfill her promise propagating devotion 
Our Lady Prompt Succor, the New 
Orleans Ursulines having already ardent 
love for the immaculate Mother God. 

1812, when fire near the New Orleans 
convent threatened destroy their school, 
aged lay Sister placed small statue our 
Lady window sill that part the 
house most exposed the fire, while the 
same time, Mother St. Michael prayed, “Our 
Lady Prompt Succor, are lost you 
come not our help!” Immediately the wind 
changed the direction the flames. 

Again 1815, Jackson’s glorious victory 
over the British the Battle New Orleans, 
fought the plains Chalmette, January 
another signal favor rightly attributed 
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the all-powerful intercession Our Lady 
Prompt Succor. was marked victory 
that Jackson himself called “an interposi- 
tion from heaven.” The records show that 
while Jackson and his men were valiantly 
fighting Chalmette, Father DuBourg was 
saying Mass for their success honor 
Our Lady Prompt Succor. Her statue had 
that morning been removed from the choir 
the main altar, animate the confidence 
all present, her powerful intercession. 
the solemn moment the Communion, 
courier entered the chapel crying out, “Vic- 
tory ours!” Immediately after the Mass the 
Deum was sung, and ever since that event- 
ful Sunday morning, Mass thanksgiving 
has been offered annually the Ursuline 
chapel fulfillment the vow made 
that occasion the superior the convent. 
1912 the Ursulines moved new and 
more commodious convent, bringing, 
course, their cherished statue. Lack funds 
prevented the erection votive shrine 
honor Our Lady Prompt Succor, the 
patroness Louisiana. March, 1922, Mrs. 
Louise Thomas generously donated $100,000. 
Work shrine began immediately. 
January 1924, the blessing and dedication 
the new shrine took place. Today thousands 
the shrine affliction, trouble, sor- 
row. Our Holy Father approved the de- 
votion and extended the privilege solemn 
coronation the statue, for which 10,000 
people assembled. Around the statue today are 
many votive offerings for favors granted. 


Our Lady Los Angeles

The story related that 
many, Many years ago, man overcome with 
grief the death his wife, betook himself 
the top the mountains mourn and 
search for her. the way received the 
promise the animals that they would grant 
him certain powers, but refused them. 
reaching the summit, had another vision, 
human form which told him return 
rocky butte the valley and there wait for 
another who was come. Arriving the 
rocky butte, the man received third vision, 
telling him that his wife would not retum, 
but that lived good life, according 
the teachings the blackrobes, who were 
come the future, would eventually 
reunited his wife the eternal kingdom. 

Soon after this the Iroquois visited the 
Selish Indians the Bitter Root Valley, 
told them about the Catholic religion, taught 
them the prayers they had learned “from men 
wearing black robes, who said the great 
prayer and did not marry.” Some the 
Selish were even baptized the Iroquois. 
Among these was little girl named Mary. 
short time she became ill, and just before 
her death, our Lady said have appeared 
her, told her her Son Jesus; also that 
she would buried just where she died, and 
the same spot, church would later 
erected. The story goes that the church 
Stevensville the spot where Mary died.

West Bend, Iowa, find the Grotto 
the Redemption. True, our quest shrines 
our Lady, still stop here because 
this connection the Blessed Mother 
Christ shown her place the indis- 
pensable agent giving the world our 
Blessed Redeemer. 

the traveler Europe winds his way 
through the Apennines and Pyrenees, finds 
caves and caverns the steep mountainside, 
solid bedrock, which can readily entered 
through their natural openings. Many these 
caverns contain colorful crystal formations, 
caused the light and the trickling water 
through the crevices the overhead strata. 
These caverns are popularly called grottoes, 
the word being borrowed from the Italian 
language. 
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These grottoes differ from caves. Caves are 
usually hidden deeper the mountains, with 
narrow entrances, gradually widening into 
rooms. These rooms, larger and smaller, higher 
and lower, are connected narrow passages, 
which are often not larger than inches 
diameter, but gradually expand, till one 
can crawl walk through them. 

What connection have these wide open 
caverns these hidden caves with religion? 
the Middle Ages was the familiar cus- 
tom men and women attend their flocks 
the mountainside, where they remained 
day and night for months time during 
the summer season. threatening raging 
rains storms, these shepherds, watching 
their flocks, would take refuge these grot- 
toes easy access. them they lodged 
night, ate their meals, and satisfied their 
religious wants and needs. During these 
months shepherding they were deprived 
the opportunity attending divine services 
church. When Sundays the bells were 
calling the congregation the village at- 
tend divine service, these shepherds the 
mountains retired their 
which they decorated with religious emblems, 
such crucifixes, sacred pictures, and altars. 
There they knelt, render homage God 
the day the Lord. Often they recited 
their prayers aloud, thus placing themselves 
spiritually touch with the faithful assembled 
for services the churches below. Thus, away 
from busy life with its temptations and dis- 
tractions, they became known the villagers 
the most religious people the world, 
giving much their time, whilst watching 
their flocks, pious meditation, especially 
the sacred life our Lord. Often they were 
envied the busy villagers for the time they 
had give, and really gave, the care 
their immortal souls. 

Thus came into vogue the practice erect- 
ing artificial grottoes villages where people 
could rest their souls occasionally, 
viewing practical way the beautiful scenes 
presented there the outstanding events 
our Lord’s life. bring people today, who 
live centuries removed from those blessed 
days, into closer touch with the things God, 
the aim and effort the builder’ the 
Grotto the Redemption West Bend, 
really contains ten separate grottoes. 

The grotto the stable Bethlehem 
marked simplicity structure, and 
made cruder and humbler materials. Kneel- 
ing beside the divine Child rests 
bundle straw, Mary adoring the Infant. 

The next grotto represents the humble home 
the carpenter Nazareth, who gave 
our Lord and His Virgin Mother the comforts 
and the discomforts his poor abode. 
keeping with this the humble dwelling, set 
garden plot fenced stone wall. 
one side the room front plain 
fireplace marble statue the Virgin 
Mother Christ, holding bowl with 
spoon, and her right hand book. She 
planning the frugal meal.

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the grotto the Stations, our Lady 
appears the fourth station and the 
twelfth station. (The thirteenth and four- 
teenth stations have not yet been erected.) 

Thus the Grotto the Redemption, when 
completed, will beautiful silent sermon 
expressing the fundamental truths Chris- 
tianity; and inasmuch our watchword 
“To Jesus through Mary,” could not omit 
from our itinerary. 


Our Lady Indiana 

About the middle the sixteenth century 
Italian having the name Gaetano painted 
beautiful picture the Blessed Virgin, 
named Mother Divine Providence.

The Servite Fathers have for their chief 
devotion the Sorrows Our Blessed Lady, 
and Portland, Ore., they have the National 
Shrine the Seven Sorrows. 

The heavy depression that struck this coun- 
try from 1929 1937, and which most 
have not forgotten, crushed the spirits the 
people the United States, and many were 
close despair. was this time that the 
Servite Fathers Chicago endeavored 
work and increase the devotion the 
people Our Lady Sorrows, pray 
her their terrible distress and their many 
financial difficulties. Prayer always com- 
fort, for even our prayers are not answered 
desire, they least enkindle our faith 
anew, and give strength bear that against 
which pray. 

Father Keane, Our Lady Sorrows 
Church Chicago, established perpetual 
novena Our Lady Sorrows. This young 
priest with piercing eye and clear vision had 
prepared song warm tender understand- 
ing the form devotion book 
used the people every Friday 
book which mirrored the sufferings the 
sweetest creature that ever lived, the Mother 
Christ. That song and its continuing re- 
frain through more than ten years has become 
the religious miracle the twentieth century. 
Soon there were many attending the devo- 
tions that was necessary have them 
many times each Friday. Now they have 
them every hour. Even that, many could 
not get into the church, the different pas- 
tors asked they might have the devotions 
their churches. Permission 
granted. 

The spread the novena throughout this 
country and the rest the world has been 
most surprising. Even the men and women 
the armed forces established the devotion 
wherever they were. More than 250,000,000 
visits have been made the shrine 
Chicago. This does not include the number 
who have made visits the shrines other 
churches. The novena held more than 
1400 churches this country, and 188 
churches other countries. great many 
favors have been granted through the prayers 
the novena, reports them being received 
every day. Will history record that the “Age 
Mary” began the virile, windy city 
Chicago single church the dark days 
January, 1937? Will you help grow? 
Our Lady predicted the last war and the 
present conditions the world. She made 
the flat prediction, “If you obey requests, 
Russia will converted and there will 
peace.” Will Americans today join 
the novena prayer crusade, and pray and 
make sacrifices? will they remain indif- 
ferent, pushing their heads into the sand 
flee reality, hoping find peace blindness? 

There another and older shrine 
Chicago, too, Notre Dame Church. Rev. 
Achille Bergeron began the construction 
Notre Dame Church 1887. His lofty 
ideal was glorify God and spread solid 
and filial devotion our Blessed Lady; 
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therefore, would fashion grotto Our 
Lady Lourdes, where Mary Immaculate 
would honored and praised, and through 
her, the people would inspired seek Jesus 
the Blessed Sacrament.

Grotto Notre Dame, offer their grateful 
love and praise Mary, seek her power- 
ful intercession and drink from the water 
with confidence and faith the assistance 
the Mother God. Each Friday evening the 
faithful attend the perpetual novena the 
Grotto, while twice during the year formal 
homage given our Lady, with novena 
preparation for the feast the Immaculate 
Conception, and another honor the first 
apparition the Virgin St. Bernadette. 

Father Bergeron has gone home God, 
but must derive great pleasure from 
watching the realization his inspiring ideal, 
that tedching others seek Jesus through 
Mary. For now, those who come pay 
homage Mary her grotto, find Jesus not 
only hidden the Tabernacle, but reverently 
exposed the Monstrance the high altar 
Notre Dame. The Fathers the 
Sacrament are charge, and through their 
devoted, saintly apostolate, Christ Eucharistic 
reigns perpetually, honored thousands 
loving adorers from all sections the thriv- 
ing city.

Our National Shrine 


Not satisfied with erecting local shrines 
Mary from north south and across the 
Americas, we, the Catholics this fair land, 
have begun the erection national shrine, 
votive church erected eternal re- 
minder the love American Catholics 
for Mary. beautiful lofty symbol 
the piety millions, the high and the 
low, the mites many having been merged 
into impressive tribute the people 
God. 

The crypt the National Shrine the 
Immaculate Conception the largest the 
world for floor space and for height, and the 
most beautiful yet built the hand man. 
The main altar the “Mary” Altar, dedicated 
the Marys America and donated the 
International Federation Catholic Alumnae 
America. cost $50,000 and called the 
“Altar the Lady the Catacombs.” All 
the principal ceremonies the crypt are 
conducted from this altar which possesses 
its table six burnished gilt candlesticks and 
crucifix, all set with precious jewels. 

This work begun about 1916 was the idea 
Bishop Thomas Shahan. the time 
his death the beautiful basement 
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about $2,000,000. Efforts collect the money 
needed complete the shrine ceased when 
the dreadful depression gripped the country, 
and was deemed advisable delay finish- 
ing the church until better times came among 
us. now the aim the hierarchy the 
country have the shrine finished before the 
centenary the proclamation the dogma 
the Immaculate Conception 1954. 

are the rightful heirs deep and 
ancient tradition American Catholicism, 
for since the time the intrepid navigator from 
Spain sailed west the Santa Maria 1492, 
this land the new world has shown again 
and again its tender and abiding love for 
Mary. 1792 John Carroll, the first bishop 
Baltimore, named our Lady the patroness 
his which was then the whole 
United States. The Church this country has 
preserved the integrity its Christian faith 
and morality, and this fruit Mary’s inter- 
cession has been, the words Carroll, 
“exemplified our own country.” 

1846 the Catholic hierarchy the 
United States declared Mary Immaculate 
the patroness this country. 1854 the 
Vatican Council pronounced dogma 
the Catholic Church that Mary was con- 
ceived immaculately. 1866 the Council 
Baltimore declared December eighth 
day obligation. Only years later the 
apparition Lourdes, did our Lady give 
proof her joy the title the Immacu- 
late Conception. 

Remembering that the United States 
consecrated Our Lady the Immaculate 
Conception, know that from the rushing 
torrents Niagara Falls, through the mighty 
Manhattan skyline, past the majestic heights 
the nation’s Capitol, through the active 
cities the middle west, the sunbaked 
pueblos the southwest, reaching even 
the edge the earth sunny California, 
Mary Immaculate extends the gracious arms 
her patronage the entire United States. 
Hers has been the beneficent influence that 
spurred missionaries the past win the 
children America the knowledge and 
love her Son. And this influence that 
will spur other missionaries come the 
aid the Church, now that the war over, 
and Christ’s children other countries will 
beg for someone give them the sacraments 
and the word God. 

Yes, this has been Mary’s America since 
that memorable day when Columbus formed 
the first link that chain which was reach 
from coast coast and bind our country 
our Lady’s protection. The zealous mis- 
sionaries who followed Columbus carried the 
Virgin’s name wherever they went, marking 
their footprints across the plains 
mountains with titles Mary. The mission 
cross rose over ground dedicated the An- 
nunciation and the Assumption, rivers were 
given her lovely name, and forts and towns 
were safe her protection.

They have failed 
master the process adding, subtracting, 
multiplying and dividing thoroughly they 
have mastered the alphabet. 

Usually appeal carries over after have 
convinced them that they cannot all add when 
correct our first day’s sample class. 
have yet find class, fifth, sixth, 
seventh, eighth graders, who have 100 per 
cent record that first day! 

the pupils can made see the 
first day that only hard, constant, independent 
drill will achieve individual mastery, very 
little trouble cheating copying will 
encountered. Make the child see that his 
job lay the foundation and cannot bor- 
row bricks from his neighbor. 

With seventh and eighth graders, require 
—carrying out two decimal places. This 
causes great deal trouble the begin- 
ning, but paves the way for clearer sailing 
with percentage later on. 

Each day place two new numbers the 
same place the board. fact, have com- 
piled notebook with numbers, systematically 
using all the integers, with different place- 
ments. answer key follows each set. The 
zero difficulty attacked all positions. One 
youngster, this past year, came desk 
one morning and said, “Sister, have got this 
number still leaves you the number, but zero 
times number leaves you just the plain 
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work until have four-digit numbers. 
When the class has had sufficient drill with 
whole numbers, use the same method

The Confusion About State Aid Parochial Schools 


paper read Rev. William McManus, the department 
education the National Catholic Welfare Conference, May 21, 
the meeting, Cleveland, the National Catholic Press Associa- 
tion, should long way toward clarifying the Catholic position 
various forms state aid parochial schools. 

the beginning his address Father McManus called attention 
the confusion and misunderstanding the issues the part 
Catholics themselves well the general public. Catholics general 
have received the impression that the Church wants absolutely 
public aid for its schools; hence many them are confused recent 
articles the Catholic press upholding the right Catholic schools 
public aid. 

Father McManus quotes Pope Pius XI’s Encyclical Christian 
Education regarding the duty the State assist religious schools: 
“Indeed the easier and more reasonable method procedure 
leave free scope the initiative the Church and the family, 
while giving them such assistance justice demands. That this can 
done the full satisfaction families, and the advantage 
education and public peace and tranquillity, clear from the actual 
experience some countries comprising different religious denomina- 
tion. such education [Catholic schools] not aided from public 


funds, distributive justice requires, certainly may not opposed 
any civil authority ready recognize the rights the family, and 
the irreducible claims legitimate liberty.” 

Hence, the author concludes that “we know from the Holy Father’s 
encyclical that distributive justice obliges government support 
parochial schools.” And points out the fact that the State has 
acknowledged the parochial school’s contribution educational welfare 
approving them means complying with compulsory education 
laws. recognized the right the State tax Catholics for the 
support public schools for the general welfare, but deplored the 
common attitude denying Catholics any share public funds 
that would aid their own children, even indirectly, enjoy the benefits 
the privately supported Catholic school. 

Father McManus thinks that the limited amount governmental 
supervision incidental the use public assistance not “inherently 
vicious.” Although unlikely that the present state biased and 
misinformed public opinion would permit parochial schools receive 
just share public support, the speaker favored the opinion that 
never entirely futile plead the cause justice, and coun- 
seled continuance demand for least such indirect aid our 
children now are getting from some the states.

And that the above the line tells the one part each 
fourth, which the pupils can point out. The formal definition course 
should not taught. The forms should the vertical ones 
not the slanting ones, these latter the children make poorly 
and what they write confusing. Except for bit practice, the 
forms should written only when showing parts writing them 
inside the drawn figures. 

not course teach the term fraction this grade, nor 
teach the words numerator and denominator. well defer 
until the fourth grade the term fraction and use only parts. Number 
below the line and number above the line should the only designa- 
tions for these until least the fourth grade, and maybe better not 
until the fifth, until they know well the meanings, after which the 
technical terms will cause trouble, especially when the fact 
that these words mean exactly the same things. 

scrap book parts should begun the pupils this time. 
this they paste pictures objects cut half half objects, such 
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half apple other fruit. These are often found the adver- 
tising pages magazines. Then they draw boxes, long boxes, rings 
big and little, make into halves and fourths, writing and 
the various parts. not teach anything but the unit fraction, 
one part, here, saying nothing about such part three fourths.

The “third” not much like “three” the 
“four” like “fourth,” the pupil who knows tells, and the teacher 
writes thirds the board, after some pupil tells her that when the 
candy bar made into three parts each part third. child then 
breaks the bar the cross indentations and passes the parts two 
pupils besides himself. After more discussion, the candy eaten. 
long narrow paper slip may drawn the children paper with 
three inches long and inch wide, stand for candy 
bar, and cross-marks made show the divisions. Each part desig- 
nated one third. The mark for one third then taught, and 
written inside each square. 

the next lesson the children may try careful folding 
divide sheet paper into three parts, the teacher illustrating and 
cautioning that care must used get the three parts all the 
same size. Slight variations size here can ignored. Then boxes 
and long boxes can drawn measure with ruler, three inches 
long and wide, and three inches long and inch wide, with dot 
made the end each inch, and these made into thirds cross 
lines, either vertical horizontal, and each part labeled this 
time children should know the inch marks the ruler.

Punishment should follow infraction 
the rule deliberate and the children 
have had sufficient time learn this rule and 
how follow it. Children not need prac- 
tice disobedience. the other hand, 
must very sure that the immature child 
receives consideration. needs time gain 
the understanding rules and needs our 
patience his slow response keeping them. 
Inconsiderate harshness does not serve any 
good purpose but rather hardens child. 
When something happens the kinder- 
garten value all the children meeting 
should called. pet duck, visiting school, 
may taking bath for the first time since 
the children have known him. The children 
will asked come together quickly and 
quietly. the duck hears the children’s feet, 
they come too close him, will not 
“show off” desired. may startled into 
refusing complete his bath. This spoils the

not know whether St. Anthony Daniel spent 
quiet night after his Compline in the still chapel alone 
his Creator, but know that attained 
perfect end the following day, July 1648. Evenings 
the Indian village were very different from the hubbub 
of daytime. There were no familiar footsteps of children 
strolling and out motherly voices squaws com- 
forting their papooses, they took refuge from the hot 
sun in the dwelling of the Blackrobes. 

How tenderly he loved them all, especially the children, 
spite their pranks. first was hard, becoming 
adjusted to this new, barbarous type of life, so strange 
in comparison with clean, civilized French customs. But 
when he stopped to think that #e was one of the Jesuits 
who had been chosen by God Himself to do this special 
work the New World! 

few here had been given the teachings Jesus 
Christ! One never had to search out those who had not 
heard the holy Name of Jesus. They were living with 
him; he could care for them, be their friend, administer 
baptism to them, and the other sacraments. How he and 
his comrades had longed for the time when they might 
pour out their love for their Redeemer upon .these needy 
people! Now — yes, now, the precious days were here. 
the time their arrival, 1632, they had lived 
constant dangers, not knowing when 
might have dream, telling them dispose the 
Blackrobes. It was not only dreams that. caused havoc, 
but alo epidemics and wars. 

Father Daniel recalled how the Iroquois used to be 
always on the warpath, and Father Isaac Jogues had 
been the only one who had any control over them. Now, 
as Father Daniel prayed, he thought how like Judas these 
savages had been, inviting Father Jogues to feast with 
them, and as he entered their dwelling, they had _ be- 
headed him with an ax. Isaac Jogues and Rene Goupil 
now wore the crown of martyrdom in heaven with their 
beloved Master. 

Father Jogues had been so patient, so full of ardent 
love for these Iroquois. Before beginning his work among 
the savages, meditating on the “three degrees of humil- 
ity,” he had chosen this prayer to help him in the 
future: ‘The better to imitate Christ our Lord and to 
become actually more like to Him, I desire and choose 
rather poverty with Christ poor, than riches; contempt 
with Christ condemned, than honors; and I desire to be 
esteemed as useless and foolish for Christ’s sake, etc.’”’ It 
had been the beacon in his work. Alas, he was gone, 
and the Iroquois were on the warpath again. 

Then there was Father Noel Chabanel. What loving

servant God! Appointed live among the Hurons, 
found their life very difficult to bear. He hated their 
filth and greasy grime, their savage cruelty, their many 
vices, and their whole unclean public life. He tried 
earnestly learn their language, but vain. His 
Superiors had suggested that he return to France. After 
all, not everyone was called to be a missionary among 
savages, and there were many holy people in monasteries 
praying for the religious who did minister to them. 
Father Chabanel would not hear such talk. For fear 
that he might sometime weaken, he made a vow to re- 
main in the New World with the revolting Indians until 
his last What heavy cross 
Father Daniel breathed a prayer for his perseverance. 

In his mind, Father Daniel saw Jean de Brebeuf, that 
strong man who could bear a heavier load than any of 
the braves his village, and was popular with them. 
This strength of his was a great help; it persuaded his 
people to love and trust him. How they admired his 
physical power! Little did Father Daniel know that in 
the future Father de Brebeuf would be horribly tor- 
tured and mangled to death by his own people. Through- 
out his cruel torments would keep praising God until 
they cut out his tongue. The crown awaiting him in 
heaven was certainly among the most magnificent. 

On his knees, still praying, Father Daniel let his 
thoughts wander to another and was reminded to pray 
for his protection. Poor Father Buteux, who had worked 
with Fathers Daniel and de Brebeuf, did not have good 
tealth on the voyage from France to the New World. He 
had become ill and had almost died. How remarkable the 
grace of God! Among the savages, Father Buteux had not 
remained delicate but had become stronger. The Indians 
of his settlement had been so devoted to him that they 
had tried to become very good, keeping account of their 
sins by notching trees and using small beads. 

Thinking about his Jesuit brethren, Father Daniel 
could not forget Father Paul le Jeune, the Superior, who 
had rebuilt the church of Notre Dame des Anges and 
had organized the Jesuits in the New World. He was so 
kind and thoughtful, so courageous. Many times he had 
tisked his life for one of his beloved Indians. Though he 
‘oved them with deep affection, he would not tolerate 
their inflicting cruel tortures upon their captives. Thus 
preventing barbarous torment of their enemies, he 
showed the Christian way of treating them. 

It was taking Father Daniel a long time to say his 
Compline this summer evening, but the pious interrup- 
ticns that crept into his prayer only prompted him to 
pay for his brethren. It was only during these late 
tours that they had a chance for quiet prayer. In the 
daytime he and Father Davost would go to the Indians 
wio were ill and administer to the needy, care and 
comfort. They would speak to the sick and dying, ex- 
plaining about God and eternity, about heaven and hell. 
They tilled their own garden and in some seasons, caught 
fish, a delicacy at mealtimes. 

The school for Indian lads, which Father Daniel had 
once established, had slowly dwindled away; the enroll-

ment had been only three at its beginning. At times it 
had been almost heartbreaking, and yet, of the few who 
remained, some had become apostles for Christ and 
influenced their people for good, going to Mass every 
day when they could. Some might think it had been a 
failure, but Father Daniel knew that if it produced just 
one true disciple, it was worth everything they had put 
into their labors for it. 

Father Daniel finished his prayer: the divine 
assistance remain always with us.” Quietly he left the 
chapel for his shack, where he slept till his last dawn, 
not knowing that that day would bring him face face 
with his Creator. would offer his last Mass, meet his 
martyrdom at the door of God’s house; his body would 
be tossed into the burning church and his blessed re- 
mains actually mingle with those the altar Christ. 

Who could ask for more perfect end? 


Needed: Thirty-five 
Thousand Anthony Daniels

Rene Laurent shouldered his way through the dense 
brush and stepped out into a clearing. A cluster of minks, 
martens, and red foxes dangled from his shoulder and 
spattered blood over his bearskin breeches and _ leather 
moccasins. The Canadian sun was spreading its orange 
beams over the ripples of Lake Huron and Georgian Bay. 
Two hours ago, Rene Laurent 
plunged into the secrecy of spruce trees, and emptied the 
first of his fur traps. Another hour would have sent a 
dozen Hurons over the same trails on the same quest. 
Rene loathed these fiilthy savages, the mongrel dogs that 
snapped about his feet, the fleas, the lack of privacy, 
the eye-inflaming smoke, the boisterous children, 
lecherous braves, the garrulous squaws. He despised their 
smoked fish, ground berries, dog flesh, native beans, cul- 
tivated pumpkins, insipid meal, and Indian corn (without 
salt). Even in the slums of La Rochelle, the menu was 
more appetizing. 

left the underbrush and picked his way through 
maze charred stumps the gates St. Joseph. This 
morning they were open. entered the village. Fires 
were crackling, food was simmering in the earthen pots, 
breakfast bowls were spread out over the rush mats, 
though breakfast time was not yet come. The trapper 
shuffled on between the Huron lodges — structures thirty 
feet length, built around frame sapplings, covered 
canopy bark. Inside, twenty families lived, slept 
(on scaffolds four feet above the floor), and cooked their 
meals (two families to a fire). He winced in repugnance. 
Then, stringing up the pelts inside his tent, he hurried 
off to morning Mass. 

Father Anthony Daniel turned for the final blessing, 
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September, 1948 


a war whoop thundered through the chapel and froze the 
worshipers in horror. Their shields of wood or bison hide, 
the stone and iron axes, the spears and muskets lay use- 
less in the empty lodges. In through St. Joseph’s open 
gate poured the Iroquois, blood drunk and smeared from 
head foot with ocher, soot, white clay, 
juice. They pillaged the caches corn, hacked down 
the frameworks of houses, slaughtered the sick in their 
litters, and left a wall of crackling flames behind them. 

Father Daniel dashed through the fire and smoke, 
rushing from lodge lodge, comforting, converting, bap- 
tizing, and absolving. Every second was vital. The Iro- 
quois pressed on. In a minute they would be upon the 
church, chopping their way through the trapped congre- 
gation. Anthony Daniel stepped out meet them, un- 
ruffled and undismayed. stopped and lifted 
hand for the sign the cross. The Iroquois fell back. 
Then, despising their cowardice, the savages raised their 
bows and showered him with arrows. Though pierced 
twenty spots, the Jesuit stood erect. Then musket ball 
struck his heart and lurched the ground with the 
name Jesus his lips. The Indians swarmed over 
his body, stripped it, gashed it, hacked it, and scooped 
out the martyr’ blood to bathe their faces. When they 
resumed their butchery, their prey had scattered into the 
forest. Among the fugitives was Rene Laurent. 

Rene Laurent was Catholic. prayed twice day, 
went to confession twice a month, and received Com- 
munion every Sunday. Yet Rene Laurent abhorred these 
barbarians, their food, their homes, their thievery, bru- 
tality, and immorality. What Frenchman could 
otherwise? Then remembered Jean Brebeuf. Captured 
by Mohawks, Brebeuf had been dragged to their village, 
showered by stones, beaten cruelly with clubs, slashed 
knives, and tied stake (which kissed). 
fire was kindled between his legs. Scalding water seethed 
his scalp mockery baptism. red-hot wreath 
tomahawks scorched his neck in ridicule of the Roman 
collar. A glowing iron seared his throat in blasphemy of 
the Sacred Host. Jean Brebeuf blessed his tormentors. 

Yet Rene Laurent was dubious. Nobody else could love 
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and bless these savages, when abused, tortured, and killed. 
Then he remembered Isaac Jogues. In his Iroquois cap- 
tivity, an Indian hurled an iron ball at his back and 
knocked Jogues unconscious. The braves paraded by him, 
cutting off his fingers hunks his flesh, tearing out his 
fingernails. At night he was tied to stakes on the ground. 
Insects attacked him. Children reopened his wounds with 
sticks dropped coals his chest. Four times was 
forced through the gauntlet. Three years after his release 
Governor Montmagny sent Jogues letter. Would 
venture again among the Iroquois? His answer: “O! 
How I should regret to lose such a glorious occasion 
when may depend only that some souls 
saved!’’? This time Isaac Jogues was murdered. 

Here was Christian zeal at its pitch— zeal for the 
safety souls and the spread the Church. Why did 
Anthony Daniel greet the Indians when Rene fled from 
them? Why did Anthony Daniel love the Indians when 
Rene hated them? Why did Anthony Daniel give his 
life to the Indians when Rene would not give them so 
much bite bread. God closed the trapper’s eyes 
to the parted tongues of fire above the martyr’s head 
which set his heart ablaze for Christ. 

For fifty thousand souls, seven men sailed four thou- 
sand miles ocean, invaded unchartered lands, lived 
squalor, thrived hardship, were tortured brutally, died, 
and were sainted. Today, two hundred and fifty million 
souls are gathered in the folds of Communism and tied 
together in a knot of Anti-God. In another month that 
number may be doubled. Russia has all the ‘‘blackrobe- 
the Iroquois, plus the cunning the devil. 
Her goal universal Atheism, stamped the world 
seduction, rhetoric, intrigue, and military might. By the 
ratio of seven to fifty thousand, thirty-five thousand 
martyrs must rise for the two hundred and fifty millions 
under the Russian heel. Satan has fired his armies for 
the fray. The Catholic masses, on their knees, must beg 
their God for the zeal of Isaac Jogues, Jean Brebeuf, 
and Anthony Daniel to venture among barbarian tribes, 
root out barbarian belief, and subject themselves

There was more efficient use the text- 
book religion than history, but more than 
half the teachers observed dispensed with the 
textbook. 

The author says that questions “were the prin- 
cipal teaching tool. Questions were employed 
both subjects with corresponding efficiency. 
few cases could the use questions character- 
ized ‘lifeless’ too formal, yet the following 
defects were noted: preponderence the factual 
type which tapped memory more than reason; 
not enough time given pupils answer; gen- 
erally flagrant violation the accepted standard 
that rules out the repetition pupils’ answers.” 

Correlation ranks among the lowest the 
items. was woefully neglected religion and 
its use history was inferior. 

contrast, Sister found that application 
everyday life was one the strongest phases 
the teaching religion and one the weakest 
history. 

There was not enough use illustrative and 
supplementary material. Lessons were terminated 
abruptly. Assignments lacked motivation and va- 
riety. There was generally lack pupil activity. 

Sister Imeldis has presented the details and 
analysis her procedure and findings way 
comparatively simple and interesting for thesis. 
Teachers and supervisors will find study 
the work interesting, and, especially, suggestive for 
improvement their teaching.
